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RUSSIA PRESENTS MEDAL 
70 FORMER ARCTIC SAILOR 


MAN OFFTO EMBASSY FOR RECOGNITION OF HIS WARTIME SERVICE 


An ex-sailor from Northamp¬ 
ton who endured some of 
the worst conditions of the 
Second World War is to be 
presented with a medal by the 
Russian government. 

Raymond Smith, aged 89, 
from Westone, served on the 
HMS Middleton in an area 
north of the Arctic Circle. 

He is among under 200 
surviving sailors who had 
protected vital supply ships 
on their way to Russia, keep¬ 
ing it in the war long enough to 
ensure the defeat of Germany. 

He is now to receive the 
Ushakov Medal - which is 
named after an admiral from 
the 1800s, who never lost a 
battle and is awarded to those 
showing bravery during war¬ 
time in or near the Soviet Un¬ 
ion - at the Russian Embassy 
in London. 

Mr Smith, who presented 
with the Arctic Star medal 


from the British Government 
last year and attended a cele¬ 
bratory event with others at 
the Guildhall at the time, said: 
“It’s very nice to be recognised 
like that. 

“My family seems quite 
pleased, especially my son 
who couldn’t make it to North¬ 
ampton for the Arctic Star 
event. 

“It will be nice for him to 
be with me at the embassy for 
this one.” 

Winston Churchill called 
the convoy route “the worst 
journey in the world”. 

Of the 78 voyages made be¬ 
tween 1941 and 1945,18 Navy 
warships and 87 merchant 
ships were lost, with 3,000 
casualties. 

Mr Smith sailed from 1943 
onwards. 

In March last year, he told 
the Chron: “The living condi¬ 
tions were horrendous. 

“You would wear every sin¬ 
gle piece of clothing you had 


to keep warm. Apart from the 
cold, it was the immense size 
of the waves. 

“You knew that if you were 
washed overboard that was it. 

“You wouldn’t drown, you’d 
freeze to death first.” 

Previous to the Arctic Star, 
the only British recognition of 
the sailors’ service on the no¬ 
torious convoy route had been 
a lapel badge. 

By contrast, the Russian 
Government had sent the sail¬ 
ors, including Mr Smith, com¬ 
memorative medals to mark 
40 and 50 years since the end 
of the war.

The new University of North¬ 
ampton campus will inject 
£330 million of investment 
into the town, the vice chan¬ 
cellor said this week. 

Vice chancellor Nick Petford 
was speaking ahead of a pub¬ 
lic exhibition of the design 
options proposed for the new 
campus off Nunn Mills Road, 
which is due to open in late 
2018. 

Mr Petford said: “We are 
delighted to be in a position 
to share the designs for the 
academic buildings and land¬ 
scaping options proposed for 
the Waterside Campus. 

“The development of our 
new campus is the largest 
development of any univer¬ 
sity campus currently under 
way and injects an investment 
into Northampton of over 
£330million. 

“It is an exciting time for 
the university and for the re¬ 
gion. 

“These consultation events 
signal the final stages of devel¬ 
oping our detailed planning 
application, which are to be 
presented to Northampton 
Borough Council’s planning 
committee in November,” he 
added. 

“Infrastructure works will 


be scheduled to commence 
in 2015, completing the cam¬ 
pus ready for students joining 
the university in September 
2018.” 

The consultation events 
will be held at the Resource 
Room, Ground Floor, St John’s 
Halls of Residence, St John’s 


Street, Northampton, on 
Monday, October 13 from 5pm 
until 8pm and on Wednesday, 
October 15 from 10am until

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Family of sick boy 
left without home

The parents of a five-year-old 
boy with leukaemia are set to 
become homeless by January 
because, despite having paid 
taxes for most of their adult 
lives, they are not entitled to a 
penny of housing support. 
Former ex-pats Laury Cash- 
man and Karl Nichols, and 
their two children Jake 
and Madison, are currently 
crammed into Karl’s mother’s 
one-bedroom caravan at Bill¬ 
ing Aquadrome because they 
have nowhere else to go. 

They returned to North¬ 
amptonshire in September 
from their rented home in 
Malaga, Spain, only to discov¬ 
er within days that their son 
had relapsed with an aggres¬ 
sive form of leukaemia. 

After five years abroad, 
they had initially come back 
to be near family in the coun¬ 
ty, to find work in the UK and 
continue care for Jake’s ilness, 
which had been in remission. 

But, despite having paid 
nearly 30 years’ of tax and 
national insurance between 
them, the couple cannot get 
put on the emergency hous¬ 
ing register, apply for housing 
benefit or disability living al¬ 
lowance, because of their five- 
year spell living a broad. 

Laury said that when Ja¬ 
ke finishes chemotherapy - 
currently being treated at he 
Queen’s Medical Centre in 
Nottingham - the family will 
be on ‘the streets’ as Billing 
Aquadrome closes through¬ 
out January. 

She said: “If we had come 
over here on the back of a lorry 
we would at least be entitled to 
a roof over our heads. We have 
worked all our lives and we are 
entitled to nothing.” 

Karl and Laury, both aged 
37, moved to Malaga in 2009 
because they wanted to give 
their children a better future. 

Karl held stable jobs in 


Spain, but when Jake was first 
diagnosed with leukaemia in 
February 2013, both parents 
had to spend more time at 
home with their son. 

Funds soon began to run 
out and Karl returned to the 
UK on May 3, before the rest of 
his family, in the hope of find¬ 
ing work. But despite the fact 
he had worked as a plumber 
for a family firm while in Eng¬ 
land, he struggled as he does 
not have a number of industry 
standard qualifications now 


needed in the trade. 

He said the family was left 
in a tough ‘Catch 22’ scenario 
in which they needed a ‘stable’ 
UK address to prove ‘habitual 
residence’ in the UK, but have 
no means to afford housing. 

He said there desperately 
needs to be a change in the law 
to allow returning former tax¬ 
payers, more entitlement than 
people who have just come 
over to the country. 

He said: “I understand 
there has to be one rule for 


everybody, they can’t treat 
people differently. 

“But that’s where there 
needs to be a change. A refu¬ 
gee can come into this country 
at the moment and they can 
get put into a hotel. If I was a 
refugee I would be housed 
right now. But unfortunate¬ 
ly, because I left the country 
for more than 18 months, my 
British Citizenship is worth 
nothing. That 15 years I con¬ 
tributed into the system 
means nothing.”

THE family of five-year-old Ja¬ 
ke Nichols say there is a cru¬ 
el irony in the way they have 
received nothing on their re¬ 
turn to England, yet the Gov¬ 
ernment had spent thousands 
attempting to track down a 
family who wanted to take 
their child abroad for cancer 
treatment. 

Jake was treated for leu¬ 
kaemia in the same ward of 


the Carlos Haya Hospital in 
Malaga as fellow five-year- 
old Ashya King, who hit the 
headlines when his parents 
secretly removed him from 
Southampton General Hospi¬ 
tal in the hope of having him 
receive proton beam therapy 
abroad. 

Mum Laury Cashman said: 
“It’s so frustrating that Ashya 
King was taken to the same 


hospital as Jake and the Gov¬ 
ernment spent hundreds of 
thousands to get him back 
in the country. Jake needs to 
come back yet we can’t get a 
penny.” 

The law states that if a per¬ 
son has been out of the coun¬ 
try for more than four months, 
they must complete a Habit¬ 
ual Residency Test to prove 
they are staying in England. 


But they need a place to live 
to pass the test. Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council says it 
is working with the family. 
Councillor Mary Markham, 
cabinet member for housing, 
said: “We are doing everything 
we can to help the family and 
advise them on what they need 
to do. However, until they pass 
the test we cannot offer them 
a home.”

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‘Put to bed at 
teatime’ by 
home helpers

Disabled and frail people are 
sometimes being put to bed 
at 5pm to fit in with home help 
schedules, an independent 
report says. 

The report, by Healthwatch 
Northamptonshire, was writ¬ 
ten based on interviews with 
people who have home help 
from two unnamed county 
firms, as a snapshot of the 4,500 
Northamptonshire residents 
who receive it. 

Although 89 per cent were 


at least “quite satisfied” with 
their help, the report revealed 
tight rotas meant slots were 
sometimes allocated for the 
convenience of the care com¬ 
pany rather than the happiness 
of the person they are paid to 
help. 

Comments given to Health- 
watch showed frail people en¬ 
dured excessively long periods 
in bed as they could not be vis¬ 
ited until 10am. One described 
how they would like to go to bed 
at about 7pm but could only be- 
visitedatspm. 

The report added: “There 
was particular concern about 
people with diabetes who need¬ 
ed a regular meal to manage 


their condition.” 

Other issues highlighted 
had a root cause in care work¬ 
ers’ pay and conditions. The 
report said high turnover of 
workers, who were not being in- 
centivised to stay, was “not ac¬ 
ceptable” to people and caused 
confusion and security worries 
for dementia patients. 

Healthwatch said: “To devel¬ 
op a skilled workforce who are 
motivated to stay in their jobs, 
training and development ca¬ 
reer progression and pay need 
to be reviewed. 

“Commissioners [usual¬ 
ly the county council] can set 
standards through the contract 
process.”

History of castle comes 
alive at new exhibition

A new exhibition remember¬ 
ing 1,000 years of North¬ 
ampton’s history, including 
remains of the town’s former 
castle, is now open. 

‘Echoes of Northampton Cas¬ 
tle’ is at the historic Hazelrigg 
House in Marefair, in North¬ 
ampton town centre, andcom- 
prises two rooms of remains 
from the castle and activities 
for children, including an vir¬ 
tual tour of how it looked in 
1084. 

Dr Marie Dickie OBE, chair 
of the Friends of Northampton 
Castle, which developed the 
exhibition alongside North¬ 
ampton Borough Council, 
said: “We would like to see 
this exhibition made perma¬ 
nent and to serve as a heritage 
park for the town’s medieval 
history. 

“With the 850th anniver¬ 
sary of the Thomas Becket 
trial and the opening of the 
new train station, we thought 
this would be a perfect time to 
open up something like this to 
teach people about their local 
heritage. 


“We are also pleased that 
the new station will be called 
Northampton Castle Station 
and that it will have lots of fea¬ 
tures referencing it, includ¬ 
ing etchings of it on the glass 
walls. 

“I think it is especially im¬ 
portant to engage young peo¬ 
ple, so they know about where 
they come from and can have 
pride and confidence in their 


home town.” 

The exhibition, which runs 
until at least February 28 next 
year, also features a painting of 
a new tapestry, currently be¬ 
ing created by local artists, to 
depict the last 1,000 years of 
Northampton history. 

Exhibition opening times 
are Fridays and Saturdays 
ioam-4pm and Sundays from 
noon-4pm. Entry is free.

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Homes threaten village heritage 



A group of Kingsthorpe villagers say a plan for six homes on two parcels of land at Mill Lane in Kingsthorpe would 
destroy the character of the conservation area. 


A group of Kingsthorpe 
residents say a plan by a well- 
known Northampton family 
to demolish a Victorian sum¬ 
merhouse to make way for a 
homes development is a 
'travesty’ for the village. 

The bid to build six four- 
bedroom houses on land ‘to 
the rear of 39 Mill Lane’ - the 
former paddock opposite 
Thornton Park - is due to be 
decided by Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee at the end of the month. 

The plan has been lodged 
by the Adams family - famous 
for its chain of Oliver Adams’ 
bakeries throughout North¬ 
amptonshire - on the grounds 
of the former family home. 

Part of the development 
would also sit on adjoining 
land once owned by another 
well-known Northampton 
family - the Barltrops - who 
built Fremeaux Terrace in 
Kingsthorpe village and 
founded Tricker’s Footwear, 
of St Michael’s Road. 

It is understood the Barl- 
tops recently sold the land to 
the Adams family. 

But the Kingsthorpe 
Amenity Preservation Group, 


formed to fight to the propos¬ 
als, reckons the development 
puts profits ahead of preser¬ 
vation. 

Access to the homes would 
involve the demolition of a 
Victorian era summerhouse, 
originally built for the work¬ 
ers of the Barltrop family. 
It would also see a 4.5 metre 
stretch of stone wall knocked 
down and a mature red oak 
tree removed. 

Paul Shrive, from the 
group, said: “These two fami¬ 


lies have joined forces to con¬ 
nect land which stands to 
make considerable money 
for them at the expense of 
the local community and res¬ 
idents who are fighting so hard 
to preserve an area that all in 
Northampton love.” 

Mr Shrive claimed that 
the project would ‘destroy’ an 
area classed as being in a con¬ 
servation zone and afforded 
certain protection against de¬ 
velopment. The stone walls, 
he said, “have been a feature in 


Kingsthorpe since the enclo¬ 
sures act and are iconic with 
the identity of Kingsthorpe 
village.” 

An application by the de¬ 
velopers to remove the pro¬ 
tected oak tree has already 
been approved on the grounds 
that an analysis of the tree 
found it to be diseased, though 
Mr Shrive, a business owner 
who lives next to where the de- 
velopment would take place, 
believed the tree could have 
recovered with treatment. 


The plans mark the 10th 
time an application has 
been submitted for the par¬ 
cel of land to the rear of Mill 
Lane. 

However outline permis¬ 
sion for just three homes was 
granted by delegated powers 
in February. 

Several of the 27 letters of 
objection claimed that the 
consultation on the outline 
plans were ‘inadequate’ and 
gave residents little notice to 
voice their concerns. 

Eight letters of notification 
were sent out to residents just 
days before Christmas, on De¬ 
cember 21 last year. 

They claim some homes 
within 50 yards of the devel¬ 
opment were not sent letters. 

Others raised issues re¬ 
garding access to the site, se¬ 
curity and the loss of the red 
oak. David and Claire Manton 
simply wrote, in their objec¬ 
tion letter: “We cannot un¬ 
derstand how six large four 
bedroom houses can be con¬ 
sidered in this rare and beau¬ 
tiful green area.” 

The applicant, Thomas Ad¬ 
ams, great-great grandson of 
Oliver Adams, was unavailable 
for comment. 


Access 
to homes 
could be 
dangerous 

MEMBERS of the King¬ 
sthorpe Amenity Preser¬ 
vation Group claim the 
proposed access route for 
the six homes off Mill Lane 
would be ‘treacherous’. 

The plan proposes 
to remove a section of 
stone walling to provide 
an access road to the new 
homes. 

But as the private access 
would come out on to a cy¬ 
cle lane on the busy Mill 
Lane, some residents fear 
the development could be 
an accident waiting to hap¬ 
pen. 

Paul Shrives, part of a 
group opposing the plans, 
said: “Every morning there 
is an issue with children on 
bicycles in Mill Lane. 

“Some child is going 
to end up getting hit one 
morning.” 

The preservation group 
has vowed to make repre¬ 
sentations at the October 
29 planning committee 
when the plan is likely to 
be heard.

Langmead: Injury hell is over 


Cobblers defender makes first appearance of season in defeat to Burton 


FOOTBALL 


Kelvin Langmead is confident 
his injury concerns are firmly 
behind him after making his 
first Cobblers appearance of 
the season in Saturday’s 2-1 
defeat to Burton Albion. 

Langmead played the final 
quarter of an hour as a cen¬ 
tre-forward, replacing Alex 
Nicholls, who was making his 
own first Sixfields start for al¬ 
most two years. 

It was a worthwhile run¬ 
out for the big centre-back, 
who was only drafted onto 
the substitutes’ bench when 
John-Joe O’Toole was injured 
in the warm-up but who is 
confident his fitness prob¬ 
lems are a thing of the past and 
that he can have a playing in¬ 
fluence in the coming weeks. 

“I had a tear in my Achilles 
and it was a result of overcom¬ 
pensating for my knee injury,” 
said Langmead, who should 
playinabehind-closed-doors 
reserve-team game this week. 

“My rehab lastyear was very 
gradual and then in pre-season 
you obviously hit the ground 
running and it’s quite hard. 

“Maybe I was protecting my 
knee without realising it and 
putting too much stress and 


strain on my Achilles, but it’s 
fully healed now and hopefully 
it’s my turn to stay injury free. 

“I’ve been training for 
about 10 days and every day 
of training and every involve¬ 
ment in a game makes it feel 
that little bit better. It feels 
great now. 

“I just need to stay on top 
of it and make sure I do every¬ 
thing else to stay injury free 
from this point onwards.” 

Langmead played well up 
front against Burton and even 
had a glimpse of goal, although 
he was stretching to reach the 
ball as it was crossed in. 

He was unhappy to finish 
on the losing side but feels he 
will get sharper and able to 
make more of a contribution 
to the cause having regained 
full fitness. 

“We were disappointed be¬ 
cause we had the momentum 
in our favour and they were 
just trying to hold on to what 
they had,” he said. 

“We’d got ourselves back in 
the game and then it’s a great 
strike by their player but we 
were disappointed to concede 
the free-kick. 

“I had a chance and I should 
have made better contact with 
it but I’ll get sharper with the 
more training and games I get 
in.” 



Lancaster facing selection headache 


JIM MALLINDER believes in¬ 
form Ben Foden is capable of 
giving England boss Stuart 
Lancaster a selection head¬ 
ache this autumn. 

Foden continued his 
slick start to the season 
with a commanding display 
in Saints’ 43-10 thrashing 
of Sale Sharks at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Saturday. 

The full-hack made some 
scything runs as well as dis¬ 
playing his kicking game, 
pinning the Sharks back 
with some accurate touch- 
finders.

Foden has made no secret 
of his desire to wrestle the 
England 15 shirt away from 
Harlequins star Mike Brown 
and Mallinder feels his play¬ 
er is finding form at the right 
time. 

“He’s playing well,” said 
the Saints director of rugby. 
“Fodes has really come back 
to some form. 

“He’s playing with a smile 
on his face, as he always 
does. 

“He’s really hitting some 


form and we’ve been really 
pleased with his play over 
the past few weeks. Stuart’s 
got some interesting deci¬ 
sions to make in that posi¬ 
tion.” 

Lancaster names his EPS 
squad on October 22, with 
the autumn international 
campaign starting against 
New Zealand at Twicken¬ 
ham on November 8. 

Foden recently admit¬ 
ted he is back to his old self 
after a couple of injury-hit 
campaigns and Mallinder 
has been pleased with the 


29-year-old’s all-round 
game. 

“You saw a mature per¬ 
formance from Fodes on 
Saturday,” he said. “He ran 
the ball back hard when he 
needed to. 

“What he did do well was 
his kicking game. There 
were a couple of really nice 
kicks to good positions. 

“I know the forwards are 
very, very grateful when he 
stands up there and puts the 
ball into the corner.” 

Meanwhile, Ken Pisi says 
the strength of Saints’ wing 


department is driving him 
on to big things this season. 

The Samoanstar, whohas 
started all six of his side’s 
games so far, produced an 
eye-catching display against 
Sale last weekend. 

Pisi sidetepped his way to 
the line for a superb open¬ 
ing score and also teed up 
sibling George for another 
fine try. 

Saints could afford to put 
George North on the bench 
as Jamie Elliott came in for 
his first start of the sea¬ 
son, while Tom Collins and 


Howard Packman are also 
waiting in the wings. 

And Pisi said: “It’s awe¬ 
some, the depth, but it’s a 
challenge as well. It brings 
out the best in us. 

“We’ve got George North 
and Jamie Elliott, but also 
Tom Collins, Packman and 
Skelcey. 

“It’s always a challenge 
and it’s bringing the best out 
of all of us. 

“I’m just trying to im¬ 
prove, take each game as it 
comes and there’s always 
room for improvement.” 
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
